NARRATIVE: 

ON 03/31/08 0153HRS I WAS ON ROUTINE PATROL IN MY MARKED PATROL CAR TRAVELING NORTH ON MESA DRIVE 
TOWARDS UNIVERSITY DRIVE IN THE NUMBER 2 LANE. I OBSERVED AZ/TB6825 TRAVELING A SHORT DISTANCE 
AHEAD OF ME IN THE NUMBER 1 LANE. I CHANGED LANES TO THE NUMBER 1 LANE AND THE DRIVER MADE AN 
ABRUPT U TURN AND BEGAN TRAVELING SOUTHBOUND ON MESA DRIVE. DUE TO THE SUSPIGIOUS ABRUPT TURN I MADE 
A U TURN AS WELL AND BEGAN FOLLOWING THE VEHICLE. 

I WAS FOLLOWING THE VEHICLE IN THE NUMBER 2 LANE SOUTHBOUND ON MESA DRIVE AND THE DRIVER STOPPED AT 
2ND STREET BEFORE I COULD RUN THE LICENSE PLATE AND ACTIVATE MY OVERHEADS TO INITIATE A TRAFFIC 
STOP. I ADVISED DISPATCH OF THE PLATE, STOPPED BEHIND THE VEHICLE AND APPROACHED THE DRIVER, 

I CONTACTED THE DRIVER AND ASKED HIM IF HE ASSUMED I WAS GOING TO PULL HIM OVER TO WHICH HE REPLIED, 
"WELL IT WAS KIND OF OBVIOUS YOU WERE BEHIND ME." I ASKED THE DRIVE WHY HE MADE THE ABRUPT U TURN 
ON MESA DRIVE AND HE STATED HE SAW SOMEONE THAT WAS SUSPICOUS AT THE CIRCLE K ON THE SOUTHWEST

CORNER AND WHEN HE REALIZED THE PERSON WAS NOT GOING TO COMMIT A CRIME HE TURNED AROUND. I ASKED 
THE DRIVER FOR HIS DRIVER'S LICENSE AND HE PROVIDED IT TO ME. I IDENTIFIED THE DRIVER WITH HIS 
ARIZONA DRIVER'S LICENSE AS, JASON TODD READY I ASKED JASON IF HE HAD ANY WEAPONS IN 

THE VEHICLE AND HE SAID, "I HAVE AN OPEN CARRY CLOCK ON MY RIGHT HIP." I COULD NOT SEE THE WEAPON ON 
JASON'S RIGHT SIDE WHILE HE WAS SITTING IN THE DRIVER'S SEAT. I ASKED JASON TO PLACE HIS HANDS ON 
THE STEERING WHEEL AND HE COMPLIED. I ASKED JASON IF HE HAS A CONCEALED WEAPONS PERMINT AND HE 
STATED IT WAS EXPIRED. I ASKED JASON IF HE HAD HIS EXPIRED PERMIT WITH HIM AND HE STATED A DPS 
OFFICER TOOK IT FROM HIM DURING A TRAFFIC STOP BECAUSE IT WAS EXPIRED SO HE DIDN'T HAVE IT WITH HIM. 


I CALLED FOR A BACK UP OFFICER AND OFFICER SCANIO #15840 RESPONDED. WHEN OFFICER SCANIO ARRIVED ON 
SCENE I INSTRUCTED JASON TO EXIT THE VEHICLE. A PORTION OF THE WEAPON WAS CONCEALED BY HIS T-SHIRT 
WHEN JASON EXITED THE VEHICLE. I ASKED JASON WHY HIS T-SHIRT WAS OVER HIS GUN AND HE SAID, "I THINK 
MY SHIRT COVERED IT WHEN I GOT OUT OF THE CAR." I INSTRUCTED JASON TO PLACE HIS HANDS ON HIS HEAD 
AND INTERLOCK HIS FINGERS AND HE COMPLIED. I THEN PLACED MY LEFT HAND ON TOP OF HIS INTERLOCKED 
FINGERS AND DISARMED HIM WITH MY RIGHT HAND. AFTER I DISARMED HIM, JASON ASKED, "IS THIS A HIGH 
RISK STOP?" AND I REPLIED "NO" JASON THEN BEGAN TO COMPLAIN ABOUT THE MANNER IN WHICH I DISARMED 
HIM. JASON SAID, " I HAVE NEVER HAD MY FINGER'S SEQUEEZED TOGETHER LIKE THAT WHEN BEING DISARMED." 

I ADVISED JASON THAT I HAVE THE RIGHT TO DISARM ARMED SUBJECTS FOR MY SAFETY AS WELL AS THE FACT 
THAT I WAS GOING TO RUN A RECORDS CHECK ON HIS GUN. THE HOLSTER HAD TWO SNAPS ON THE OUTSIDE TO 
SECURE IT TO HIS BELT. THE WEAPON WAS CAMMOFLAUGE PATTERN GLOCK HANDGUN. 


A ROUTINE RECORDS CHECK ON JASON DID NOT REVEAL THE WEAPON TO BE STOLEN JASON'S NAME DID NOT RETURN 
WITH ANY OUTSTANDING WARRANTS. DUE TO THE FACT THAT JASON'S GUN WAS COVERED WITH HIS T-SHIRT WHEN HE 
EXITED THE VEHICLE I COMPELTED A CITATION FOR ARS 13-3112 AND WHEN I PRESENTED IT TO JASON HE SAID, 
" I REFUSE TO SIGN IT." OFFICER SCANIO AND I THEN PLACED JASON IN HANDCUFFS AND ADVISED HIM HE 
CANNOT REFUSE TO SIGN A CRIMINAL CITATION. AS I WAS PLACING JASON IN HANDCUFFS HE SAID, " I DIDN'T 
KNOW I COULDN'T REFUSE TO SIGN THE CITATION." OFFICER SCANIO ADVISED JASON IT IS HIS DUTY TO KNOW 
HIS RIGHTS. I PLACED JASON IN THE BACK SEAT OF MY VEHICLE. 


SEE OFFICER SCANIO'S SUPPLEMENT FOR DETAILS. I CONTACTED MY SUPERVISOR, SGT. LANDATO #10016. I 
BRIEFED SGT. LANDATO ON THE INCIDENT AND ADVISED HIM I WOULD RELEASE JASON FROM THE SCENE WITH NO 
CHARGES BASED ON THE FACT THAT JASON DID ADVISE ME THE GUN WAS AN "OPEN CARRY" BEFORE HE EXITED THE 
VEHICLE AND THAT IT IS REASONABLE HIS T-SHIRT COULD HAVE COME UN-TUCKED WHILE EXITING THE VEHICLE 
AND CONCEALED THE WEAPON WITHOUT HIS KNOWLEDGE. THERE WAS NOT A WATCH SUBSCIPTION IN RECORDS 
MANAGEMENT ON JASON'S NAME NOR WAS THERE A FILE STOP ON JASON'S NAME IN ACIC. SGT. LANDATO STATED 
MY DECISION WAS WITHIN THE PARAMETERS OF MY DISCRETION AS A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER. 

I INSTRUCTED JASON TO EXIT THE VEHICLE AND ADVISED HIM NO CHARGES WOULD BE FILED BASED ON THE ABOVE 
LISTED REASONS. JASON STATED HE WOULD GET HIS CONCEEALED WEAPONS PERMIT RENEWED AND MADE REFERENCE 
TO CURRENTLY HAVING FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES. JASON LEFT THE SCENE WITHOUT INCIDENT.

SUPPLEMENT NARRATIVE 

ON 03/31/2008 I WAS ON ROUTINE PATROL WHEN OEEICER MORA REQUESTED A BACK UP OEEICER TO ASSIST 
HER ON A TRAEEIC STOP. I RESPONDED TO HER LOCATION IN THE 200 BLOCK OE NORTH MESA DR. WHEN I 
ARRIVED I OBSERVED THAT OEEICER MORA HAD PULLED OVER A BLACK PASSENGER CAR AND WAS LACING 
SOUTHBOUND. 

OEEICER MORA EXPLAINED TO ME THAT THE DRIVER HAD A HANDGUN ON HIS RIGHT HIP AND THAT SHE 
NEEDED ASSISTANCE DISARMING HIM EOR THE REMINDER OE THE TRAEEIC STOP. AT THAT TIME THE DRIVER 
IDENTIEIED AS JASON TODD READY EXITED THE VEHICLE AND COMPLIED WITH OEEICER MORA'S 
COMMANDS. SHE HAD JASON PLACE HIS HANDS ON TOP OP HIS HEAD AND PACE AWAY PROM HER WHILE SHE 
REMOVED THE HANDGUN PROM HIS RIGHT HIP. HIS SHIRT HAD PALLEN OVER THE HANDGUN CONCEALING 
THE WEAPON. JASON INDICATED THAT HE HAD AN EXPIRED CCW PERMIT. ALTER DISARMING JASON WE HAD 
HIM SIT BACK IN THE DRIVER'S SEAT OP HIS VEHICLE. WHILE OEEICER MORA WAS DISARMING JASON HE 
BECAME EXTREMELY ARGUMENTATIVE ABOUT WHAT WE WERE DOING. HE ASKED IP THIS HAD BECOME A 
HIGHIRISK STOP. ALTER EXPLAINING TO HIM WHY WE WERE DISARMING HIM IN THAT MANNER HE RELAXED 
SOMEWHAT. OEEICER MORA THEN RAN A RECORD CHECK ON THE GUN, WHICH INDICATED THAT THE GUN 
WAS NOT STOLEN. EVERYTHING ELSE CAME BACK NEGATIVE REGARDING JASON'S LICENSE AND VEHICLE. 

OEEICER MORA AND I DISCUSSED THE SITUATION AND DETERMINED THAT A CITATION EOR CCW VIOLATION 
WOULD BE APPROPRIATE IN THIS SITUATION. OEEICER MORA PILLED OUT THE CITATION WHILE I WATCHED 
JASON AND THE PASSENGER OP THE VEHICLE. ONCE THE CITATION WAS COMPLETED WE ASKED JASON TO 
EXIT THE VEHICLE. JASON COMPLIED AND WALKED TO THE TRUNK AREA OP HIS VEHICLE AS ASKED. AS 
OEEICER MORA WAS EXPLAINING THE CITATION JASON INDICATED THAT HE WOULD NOT SIGN THE 
CITATION. DUE TO HIS REPUSAL TO SIGN HE WAS SECURED IN HANDCUPPS AND PLACED IN THE BACK OP 
OEEICER MORA'S CAR. I EXPLAINED TO JASON THAT HE CANNOT REPUSE TO SIGN A CRIMINAL CITATION AND 
THAT IT IS HIS RESPONSIBILITY TO KNOW THE LAW AND IGNORANCE OP IT IS NOT A DEPENSE. JASON AGAIN 
BECAME ARGUMENTATIVE WITH US AND STATED THAT THE GUN HAD NOT BEEN CONCEALED AND IP HIS 
SHIRT HAD PALLEN OVER IT THAT WAS NOT HIS INTENTION. 

AT THIS TIME OEEICER MORA AND I DISCUSSED THE CITATION AND CHARGES PURTHER AND DETERMINED 
THAT ALTHOUGH THE HANDGUN MAY HAVE BEEN CONCEALED HIS EXPLANATION WAS PLAUSIBLE 
THEREPORE WE DID NOT PEEL THAT BOOKING HIM WAS APPROPRIATE AT THIS TIME. SGT LANDATO WAS 
CALLED TO THE SCENE TO EXPLAIN THE SITUATION PURTHER TO JASON AND ENSURE THAT THERE WAS NO 
CONPUSION AS TO OUR ACTIONS. THE CITATION WAS VOIDED AND JASON LEPT AT THIS TIME. THE HANDGUN 
WAS PLACED ION THE TRUNK OP HIS CAR PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE.
